That the City pay for 6.25 acres at $450.00 per uere, muking a cost
of $2,812.50, and that the Clty pay for 1,19 acrcs ot $300.00 per acre
for the excess land not previously remorica to the Council as being
necessary, waking an addition ol §357.00 - thie would make the total cost
of 7.44 acres come to $3,105.50.

. On the additional area I estimete there will be 3800 cubic yards of
additional material. The whole proposition would have 24,321 cublc yards of
rock at a cost of 2.6¢ per cubic yard, and 41,314 cublic yards of gravel at
b.l¢ per cubic yard.

I believe that the pro&geition is now in practical shape and recommend

that the City purchase the 7. acres in accordance with the proposition
outlined herein,
